SuS^neht? wlthf,? tKlivS r'^eff! wt,ieh/we. nZ c-JJ 
personal causes. Some of them may he controlled by the individual 
Hii.l Nome of them are lieyond bin control. Take mich causes, tor ex- 
ai.ii.l«, «H intemperance, lack of proper food, u werteiied .riiyiuwU 
.•ondition canned by grippe, «oldn, pneuiuonia, mwislt-H, typhoid fever, 
vtv —Ihese are Hoii.e of the jicniomil causes which prepare the HOI! 
foi-"the tubernuloiiH need. Then there is also another group of causes 
which are entirely outside of the individual and Which we may desig- 
nate as environmental or social causes. Home of these are, for ex- 
ample, hud living and working conditions, laek of pluy and recreation 
facilities, miclcan streets, etc. 
These two fioupH of causes may cither separately or altogether, 


act upon one KO that bin normal strength and vitality, which we call 
reniKlance, i« lowered and he readily bcc'omeB a prey to the disease 
K'crniH which are constantly lurking about and which lie may be 
barhoring in his body without knowing it. Let US consider some 01 
these causes a little more in detail. 


Of tho personal CIIIINCN that, Jead to tuberculosis, probably intem- 


perance may be reckoned as one of tb* most important. By intern- 
perauee in meant everything in the way of self indulgence, that in- 
jures the body. "One may be intemperate in eating and by partaking 
of too much food may produce permanent digestive disturbance 
which weakens tho bodily resistance. One may be intemperate in the. 
uwe of drugs or in other ways, thereby weakening the bodily resist- 
ance. The most fre<|»«nt form of intemperance, however, is the use 
nl intoxicating liquors. Any man who drinks b«*r, win* or whiskey 
to MOMS is preparing th* soil of bis lungs for th* seed of tuberculosis. 
Thin is the reason why tho mortality from tuberculosis among men 
and women who lire accustomed to drink is so high, much higher 
according to reliable BlatisticH than among people who do not use 
intoxicating liquors. 


Many children from the time they arc born into the world are 


doomed to starvation. Other people because they like candy, pic, 
and cake better than meal, bread, und vegetables, are starving thern- 
aclves willfully. 
Thin underfeeding or lack of proper food will as 
•only prapar* th* Mil (or tuberculosis H if on* deliberately set out 
to do to. 
Many people have a notion that if they have apparently re- 


covered from a bad cold or an attack of grippe or pneumonia, there 
is no further danger and they are perfectly «afe. Oftentimes th* 


disease is daring th* few weeks 


and about. It is during 
disease will find a sure 


root if special care is not taken. Fresh air, good food, rest, and right 
living arc the best safeguards against tuberculosis during a time 
mieh n» this. 'T 
after-effects of many diseases can b* avoided if th* 


patient will continue to persist in taking ear* of himself just the 
name an he did when be wan in the bed and under the doctor'a .orders. 


Then them are those causes of tuberculosis which are entirely 


outside of the individual such HH bad housing conditions. Dark room* 
where the sun never shine* are among the best breeding places pos- 
sible for th* germs of tuberculosis. Here they thrive in great quan- 
tities and it in almost, impossible to dislodge them. Dark, filthy hall- 
ways, unclean sinks, and dirty'backyards and toilets arc also menaces 
to the lutalt.li of those who livo nniir thorn. Many « man can improve 
these conditions with n little effort if he will take the time to do so. 
More often, however, it is the landlord's fault that the housing con- 
ditions are not better. 


Low wages, long hour* of work, dark tmrentilated factory 


rooms, *xc*uir* heat, and dust? occupations are only a few of the 
conditions which make it easy for the seed of tuberculosis to attack 
th* working man. The lack of proper places for play and recreation. 
which makes a man fco to the snloon at niptlit, instead of into the park 
or playground, w a social cause lending to tulioro.nlosis. These social 
cause* can be fought only by the united effort of tlie men and women 
of the community. Individuals can help rmt, it takes nil shoulders 
•t the wheel to produce effective results. 


In conclusion, remember that th* soil must b* right befor* th* 


•Md of tuberculosis can grow, and that yon can contribute imien 
toward* keening the soil of your body in such condition that no 
germs will find a root, there.
